Claims 1-8 set forth inventions related to a 
support device for sheet metal repair, which are 
characterized by a common technical feature wherein the 
leg parts are connected to the drawing device at angles 
such that the leg parts exhibit a predetermined degree of 
inclination in relation to the normal lines that extend 
from the panel surface that serves as a mounting 
location. 

Meanwhile, claims 9-11 set forth inventions related 
to a jig for use with the support device for sheet metal 
repair, said inventions being characterized by a common 
technical feature wherein the inventions are provided 
with a base plate, which is mounted at the periphery of 
the damaged part, and a mounting plate that is supported 
by the base plate, which forms a mounting surface 
different from the panel surface that would 
conventionally serve as a mounting location in the 
vicinity of the leg parts of the support device for sheet 
metal repair.
